T h eir effect a upon th* aoli wr 
plant* ara similar— both furnish the sis- 
menta th* growing crops require. 
For a heavy soil— that rn one that needs 
loosening—coarse manure* produce* the 
b ed effect* 
So, on a light, sandy anil 
which does not contain A sufficiency of 
organic or vegetable m atter, we should 
choose stable m anure, if to b* had. 
On 
ordinary aoli* of medium fertility,the quem 
ti on ie wholly one of relative coat of B a­ 
ting the two kinds of manure. 
Generally 
un lr aa the cultivator lives near a village or 
city, where good stable manure can be 
obtained cheaply and readily, it is cheaper 
to get guano. 
Moat lands of ordinary fertility may be 
treated profitably with mor* manure than 
the farm produces. 
In such cates, we re­ 
peat, first nae in the moat economical man­ 
ner al! th* manures and other organic mat­ 
ters to ba obtained at a moderate cost, and 
then make up any deficiency with guano.
